The Dublin University League of 
Nations Society will entertain a very 
distinguished visitor next week in the 
person of Viscount Cecil, O.M., who will 
lecture on “ Disarmament,’’ a subject on 
which his assiduous championing of the 
League of Nations since the conclusion of 
the Great War fits him to speak with the 
voice of authority. A son of the late 
Marquess of Salisbury, Lord Cecil is a 
member of a amily whose name has 
been asso@@ted. with English statecraft 
since the “Reigm of Queen Elizabeth, 
Educated at Bten and Oxford University, 
he was fortufatéin’ securing an insight 
into the mechanisim of English political 
life during the year's he spent as private 


secretary to his famous father before he 


was called to the English Bar in 1887. 
He first entered the’ House of Commons 
as Conservative member for the constitu- 
ency of East Marylebone in 1906, and his 
first experience cf parliamentary honours 
came in 1915 when he was made Parhia- 
mentary Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs.

It was his 
honesty—given his courage--which made him 
so indomitable a Rugby player in his youth, 
It was his honesty witch wives his native 
abilities—made him so thorough and com- 
— a physician. His honesty compelled 
im, not infrequently, to hold opinions very 
different from those of his associates, but at 
the same time it held their resrect. “To 
meet him,” a friend wrote yesterday, ‘‘ was 
to realise his essential goodness.” His 
modesty was surprising. He held various 
important appointments, but he sought 
none of them. Unwillingly he. became 
President of the Royal College of Physicians, 
and only when he was persuaded that his 
duty demanded of him to accept the burden 
of the office. He had to be persuaded more 
recently te accept the Chair of Medicine in 
Trinity College. He disliked publicity and 
some of the necessary duties of his position 
were positively distasteful to him. 

His friends, however, do not think mainly 
of the Professor and the President. They 
think of Frank Purser, the companion of the 
fireside and the countryside, the wise adviser, 
the never-failing friend, cultured in art and 
literature, interested in public affairs. Above 
all he loved the countryside of Ireland. Few 
knew the country as well. He was eyually 
at home on the hills of Kerry, on the bogs 
of Achill, and in the gleus of Donegal, and 
he was equally at home with the fishermen 
and peasants of Connemara and with his 
colleagues in learned societies in Dublin.

A few years ago he 
bought a farmstead in County Wicklow, where 
he spent most of his leisure, and where he 
looked forward to spending a quiet old age. 
He came of a long-lived family, with the 
gift of retaining their activity to extreme did 
age, and he had always been of robust 
physique. His passing was quick and easy— 
the grief for his friends ads for the public 
is that it occurred twenty years too soon; for 
he had not yet approached his sixtieth year. 
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FEBRUARY'S WEATHER. 


REMARKABLY SMALL 
RAINFALL. 


The Meteorological Register at the Ordnance 
Survey Office, henix Park, Dublin, shows 
that in February last the mean barometer 
was degrees. 

The highest barometer was on the fifteenth, 
at 9 p.m. (Greenwich time), with wind calm, 
and the lowest was on the 24th at 9 p.m., 
with wind 8.W. 

In the air the mean temperature was 40.7. 

The minimum on the grass was 14.6, and on 
seventeen nights it was at or below 30 de- 
grees. The 13th was the warmest day, and 
the coldest night was that of the 18th. 
There was a total of 82.2 hours of sun- 
shine, the greatest amount being 7.9 on the 
thirteenth. 
The month’s rainfall amounted to 0.15 of 
an inch, compared with 3.94 inches for the 
corresponding month last year. The greatest 
rainfall in twenty-four hours was 0.05 of an 
inch on the twenty-fourth. Rain fell on 
seven days of the month. 


‘* RECORD '' CATCHES OF 
BLACK SOLE. 


HARD-WORKING KERRY 
‘FISHERMEN, 


The Free State Government Information 
Bureau has issued the following :— 

The fine weather of recent weeks, and the 
improvement in the boats and equipment of 
the fishermen, have resulted in “ record”’ 
catches of black sole in Dingle Bay. The 
catches are about 100 stone a day, roughly 
twice as good as they were at this time last 
year, 

Present consumption in the Free State of 
this delightíul fish is only about 50 per cent. 
of the total catch, and the balance has to be 
exported at prices which are subject to de- 
ductions for tariff and other charges, ‘There 
is no difficulty in disposing of catches of large, 
medium and small plaice, lemon sole, brill, 


skate ' wings.” Formerly skate ‘‘ wings 
were thrown back into the sea by the fisher- 
men. Now Dublin alohe is able to take all 
the skate “wings” that are caught. 

The fishermen have responded to the efforts 
of the Irish Sea Fisheries Association to or- 
ganise the industry, and in the Dingle area 
there are now fifteen boats manned by sixty 
fishermen, and representing families of 250 to 
300 persons. These men are whole-time pro- 
fessi al fishermen, absolutely dependent on 
the industry for their living. Three new 
boats have n supplied by the Association 
since last season, and two boats have beer 
re-conditioned. Formerly the Dingle fish sold 
in the Dublin market at very low prices 
because it was not properly cleaned or graded 
or packed. Now the Dingle fish is sent to the 
market in perfect condition. 

The fishermen grade and gut the fish at sea, 
and wash it in the sea water. They work 
from 4.30 a.m. to 6.30 p.m,, and when they 
deliver their catches to the Dingle Dépót of 
the Sea Fisheries’ Association at night the 
staff of the dépót pack the fish in ice in boxes 


for Dublin, Cork and other centres, This 
‘ensures that the fish is always fresh and in 
perfect condition.

‘TAKING A CENSUS OF 
DISTRIBUTION.

Mr. J. C. M. Eason, president, occupied 
the chair at the meeting of the Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Ireland, held in the 
Royal Irish Academy, Dawson street, Dublin, 
last night, when an interesting paper on “The 
Session. of the International Institute of 
Statistics, held in Mexico, in 1933,’’ was read 
by Mr. Stanley Lyon. 

Mr. Lyon dealt at some length with the 
papers read by representatives of the various 
foreign countries at the Mexican conference, 
and referred to a paper read by Mr. J. A. 
Hill on the ‘Census of Digtribution in the 
United States.” That paper, he said, was, 
perhaps, the most instructive one presented 
to the Congress, as far as the Free State was 
concerned. It gave an account of the ex- 
perience of the United States in the taking of 
their first Census of distribution, namely, for 
the year 1929. 

In the Free State, said Mr. Lyon, a census 
of distribution was atepresent being taken 
for the year 1933, an«, althougn the plans for 
taking the census had ta be worked out and 
put into operation almost tvcl\e months ago, 
this account of the United States census was 
helpful in so far as it gave a backing to the 
plans laid down and the method adopted here 
for carrying through a formidable undertak- 
ing of its kind for the first time.

These 
still stand for the greater part near the 
Wilhelrastrasse, where the German Foreign 
Gflice and other governmental departments are 
situated, or else in “ the old west,’ adjoining 
the great Tiergarten, one of the most beautiful 
sections of the city. 3 

The oldest of the diplomatic ‘esidences In 
Berlin is that of the Russian Embassy, on the 
south side of Unter den Linden, not far from 
the Brandenburg Gate. It was built in 1704, 
and came in the latter part of the century into 
the possession of Princess Amalie of Prussia, 
a sister of Frederick the Great. She had it 
completely revuilt by the Dutch architect; 
Boumann, who also built the St. Hedwig's 
Church, in the rear of the State Opera. 
Princess Amalie left it by will to her grand- 
nephew, later King Frederick am II1., 
who sold it to Captain Valentin von 
was bought in 1805 by 
the Duchess of Sagan, a Courland Princess. 
In 1832 it was leased to the Russian Govern- 
ment, which. bought the house eight years 
later and had extensive alterations made by 
Eduard ‘Knoblauch, a pupil of the great 
Schinkel, whose impress it still bears. 

Up to the Russian revolution it was fur- 
nished with extravagant luxury, but many 
changes have been made since then. The 
great reception rooms in the lower storey have 
been converted into offices and studies, but 
the hall in the oldest part of the house still 
has its valuable decorations of the Rococo 
period. It contains a number of rural paint- 
ings by the famous French artist, Antoine 
Pesne, who came to Berlin in 1710 as Court 
painter. 


THE BRITISH EMBASSY. 


The British Embassy lies in the Wilhelm- 
strasse, near the palace of the Reich President. 
It was built in 1867 by the architect August 
Orth for Bethel Henry Stroy berg, known 
then as ‘the re'' vay king.” Strousberg 
was one.of the most interesting and unusual 
figures of that time. Born in East Prussia, 
he began his career as a humble insurance 
agent in London; came to Berlin in 1855, 
then only 32 years old, and created a num- 
ber of important railway dines. At the same 
time he hought locomotive factories, mines 
and rolling mills in order to be able to build 
railways without being dependent on third 
persons or concerns. His greatest achieve- 
ment was the construction of the entire 
Rumanian railway system, which he began in 
1868 and completed in 1871. 

Strousberg stood at that time at the 
height of his power, and the splendid festivals 
which he gave in his. new palace were the 
talk of the town: But only a few years later 
luck began to desert him. He engaged in 
speculations which failed, and which even 


brought him into confiict with the criminal |. 


Proceedings in bankruptcy were 
brought against him, and he died iscredited 
and almost forgotten. The British Embassy 
then took over the Wilhelmstrasse palace, 
which has ever since been a céntre of Berlin's 
social life. : 

Around the corner from this house, on the 
north side of the Pariser Platz, across from 
the Hotel Adlon and the Prussian Academy 
of Art. stands the French Embassy, a long, 
two-storey building, which is regarded as one 
of the most beautiful in Berlin. It belongs 
since 1862 to the French Republic, which had 
it completely rebuilt in the '70's, It was for 
a time the seat ‘of the British Mimster to 
Prussia. Francois-Poncet, the pyesent French 
Ambassador, who studied some ‘years in Ger- 
man universities, has had a number of changes 
made in the interior. : 

In addition to many pictures from Paris 
galleries and valuable rugs, the house von- 
tains a collection of noted gobelins from the 
18th and 19th centuries. One series coptains 
representations of French palaces, notably the 
great gobelin in the ballroom, which shows 
the Palace of Versailles. In the reception- 
rooms one finds two further series—one show- 
ing festivals of Louis XIV., the other con- 
sisting of the so-called ‘‘ mode-gobelins,” 
which show the changes in fashions ef dress. 

Diagonally: across from the © French 
Embassy and adjoining the Brandenburg 
Gate is the Bliicher Palace, now the pro- 
perty of the United States. It was com- 
pletely gutted by a disastrous fire in April, 
1931, but will probably be ready for occu- 
pancy by Ambassador William E. Dodd next 
year. It will, when completed, house also 
all official representatives of the United 
States—the consulate-general, commercial, 
treasury, agricultural and other attaches. 


INTERESTING HISTORY. 


This house has also an interesting history. 
It was originally a simple building, which 
King Frederick William III. presented to 
Field Marshal Prince Blicher, the FS com- 
mander of the Prussian troops in the War of 
Liberation of 1813/14. Blucher’s grandson 
nad it rebuilt at the end of the ‘60's into a 
palatial structure, and willed it to his son. 
The son did little honour to his name. He 
was an eccentric, miserly man, who kept his 
ten children on such short commons that they 
repeatedly sued him for proper support. 

After living in the Blacher Palace only a 
short time, he removed with his third wife. 
a Princess Radziwill, to an island and began 
raising kangaroos. He was an extremely 
litigious man, constantly instituting processes 
at law. The most grotesque of these was 
one brought against the City of Berlin, which 
had erected spectators’ stands on the Pariser 
Platz in March, 1888, for the funeral pro- 
cession of the old Emperor William I. Prince 
Blacher sued the. city for 1,625 marks, 
the sum which he dec’ ed he could 
haye received for renting out the windows ol 
his palace to spectators if the stands had not 
shut off his view. He demanded further an 
undertaking by the city never again to erect 
stands in the same place. Defeated in the 
trial Court, he carried the case on appeal to 
two higher Courts, but was defeated in beth 
appeals. | 

The eccentric was killed by a fall from his 
horse in his. eightieth year, ‘The palace was 
sold by the Blúcher. heirs in 1922 to the 
Lettish banker Zimdin, who opened a bank 
in it, but Jeased some of the rooms to the 
American commercial attaché. Count 
Henckel-Donnersmarck, the Upper Silesian 
coal magnate, also lived in the house up to 
the time of the fire. 


THE TIERGARTENSTRASSE. 

Krom the Bliicher Palace, whose main front 
is on the Tiergarten side, it is but.a few 
hundred yards to the Tiergartenstrasse, once 
Berlin’s most elegant corso. A number of 
foreign ministries are located in this street. 
At its beginning is the Japanese Embassy: 
Built shortly after the Franco-German War 
of 1870-71 by a wealthy dealer in war 
supplies, it came later into the age of 
the banker, Schwabach. senior of the Bleich- 
réder banking house, and was recently pur- 
chased by the Japanese Government. 

The Swedish Minister ot Wirsén also has 
his home in the Tiergartenstrasse in a sj - 
did villa, which formerly belonged to an old 
Berlin industrial family, 1t was secured by 
the Swedish Government in 1913. King 
Gustavus V. of Sweden always stops here on 
his frequent visits to Berlin. 

The home of the Minister of the Nether- 
lands is in the Rauchstrasse, near the Swedish 
Legation. ‘he American Er bassy occupied 
a house on the other side of the street for a 
few years just before the War. Count 
Limburg-Stirum, who has German relatives of 
the same name in Silesia and also in the 
formerly German province of Posen, has: for 
several years represented “his country as 
Minister. Both his home and that of the 
Danish Minister, Chamberlain Herluf Zahle, 
in the Alsenstrasse, on the other side of the 
Tutgarten, are, noted for their hospitality. 
Minister Zahle collects copper engravings, and 
has a collection of great value. -

‘Not only is the country drifting 
towards civil war, but the drift must 
be quickened if the Government's bill, 
which received a second reading yester- 
day, reaches the Statute-book. Every- 
body who knows [Ireland knows that 
Dr. O’Higgins’s grave warning is true. 
To-day the Blue Shirt movement is peaceful 
and law-abiding, but all the precedents of 
Irish history shout aloud that, if it is 
suppressed by force—if it is driven under- 
ground—its character may be changed. 
Mr. de Valera’s lament was silent on the

Only a really big man, 
however, will follow in calm blood the 
strong and difficult light which has come 
to him in some sudden illumination of 
the soul. If Mr. de Valera is big enough, 
he will find that his duty to his country 
lies here and now, and that neither he 
nor any other responsible leader can dare 
to run away from it.

The Royal Air Force. 


On the principle that half a loaf is better 
than no bread, those who are concerned 
with the safety of these islands, and of the 
British Commonwealth as a whole, will 
welcome the announcement that four new 
squadrons are about to be added to the 
Royal Air Force. The estimates, which 
were issued yesterday, show an increase of 
£135,000 up to a total of £17,561,000, 
which, in all the circumstances, is an 
exceedingly modest figure. When the Great 
War ended the British Air Force was in- 
comparably the strongest in the world. 
Since that time, however, successive 
Governments in the United Kingdom have 
been striving to bring about some measure 
of general disarmament. They have acted 
with almost quixotic generosity in their 
dealings with other nations, with the result 
that to-day the British Air Force comes 
only sixth on the list. Of all European 
Powers, Britain is probably the most 
vulnerable from the-air. Her insular posi- 
tion no longer gives her any advantage ; 
and a strong fleet of bombing aeroplanes, 
operating from Flanders or the North coast 
of France, could raze the City of London to 
the ground in a few hours. Furthermore, 
Ireland is almost equa.ly vulnerable. In 
the event of a European war this country,

Pending the decisions of the Disarmament 
Conference, it has decided to increase its 
air strength by the minimum amount, and 
for that reason has confined the number 
of additional squadrons to four. Even 
with these increases, the Royal Air Force 
still will be eight squadrons short of the 
fifty-two squadrons which were envisaged 
in the 1923 programme. Lord Londonderry 
insists, however, that the present additions 
to the Air Force are merely provisional. The 
British Government, he declares, cannot 
accept the position of continuing inferiority 
in the air. If the other nations cannot 
agree to reduce their air forces, Britain 
will be compelled to look to her own 
interests, and to create an Air Force which 
shall be at least as strong as that of her 
nearest rival.

National Mcnuments. 


We are glad to learn from the admirable 
lecture which Mr. Harold Leask, Inspector 
of Ancient Monuments under the Free 
State Commissioners of Public Works, 


delivered before the Belfast Natural 
History and Philosophical Society on 


Thursday, that the monuments-of the Free 
State are receiving due care. The Govern- 
ment has now assumed responsibility for 
270 monuments, and the number is 
increasing daily. Under the Act: of 1930 
the Commissioners of Public Works pos- 
sess wide powers to ‘‘schedule’’ and 
preserve the country’s historic remains, 
and they are wielding those powers with 
discretion and taste. Ireland still possesses 
many treasures of the past—although far 
too many have been lost through the care- 
lessness or vandalism of former - genera- 
tions. Without official care the survivors 
are as likely as not to disappear ; for it is 
an unhappy fact that the great majority 
of our people retains little pride in 
its historic and beautiful monuments. 
Indeed, we wish that some sort of cam- 
paign could be promoted to stir the public 
conscience. The more famous ruins, thanks 
to Government vigilance, are exempt by 
now from any further maltreatment; but 
there are multitudes of important relics 
throughout the country to ‘which the 
authorities as yet have been unable to 
devote their attention, and these are still 
endangered by mischievous hands that 
want a stone or two to fill up a wall. lí 
people could be inspired to a jealous 
pride in the antiquities of their own neigh-

An Imperial Fish. 


Our readers must. decide whether 
sacrilege or a kindness has been done in 


Belgrade. As many people know, the 
River Danube has long nourished a 
historic fish—a fish decorated by an 
emperor. In 1788 the Emperor Josef LI. 
of Austria was campaigning against the 
Turks, when: some Serbian fishermen 


brought. him a huge carp as a present, 
Having rewarded the fishermen hand- 
somely, he: fastened a gold ring, bearing 
the date, to the tail of their catch, 
and restored it to the water. Since that 
time the great carp has lived and thriven ; 
for the Emperor. whose kindness did not 
stop at a mere decoration, established a 
sustentation fund for it. Any fisherman, 
he decreed, who should catch the carp was 
to bring it alive to the guardians of the 
fund, from whom he would receive twice 
its value at the current price for carp, on 
condition. that he threw. it back again into 
the Danube. Five times between 1788 and 
the present year was the carp caught, and 
five times it was released. Recently, how- 
ever, it was caught a sixth time, and now 
there is no return for it to the life-giving 
waters; for the Emperor's fund expired 
with the Austro-Hungarian Empire, and 
the fishermen of Belgrade,. unmoved by 
respect for a patriarch and a monarch’s 
favourite, have killed it and sold it for 
eightpence a pound in the market, We 
wonder what were the sentiments of those 
who have partaken of. this piscine 
Tithonus.

Going on to declare'that, on both sides, 
he came from Roman Catholic stock, Mr.

September 1881; that he was born in 
October, 1882, and that he was baptised 
in a Roman Catholic church, and brought 
up in Ireland in a Roman Catholic heme. 

“ 1 have lived among Irish people and 
loved them, and Joved every blade of grass 
that grew in this fair land of ours.. I have 
been known to be Irish, and I have given 
everything in me to the Irish nation,” he 
proclaimed in a burst of simple eloquence. 
_ The mystery of the whole his was the 
manner of its ending. Mr. de Valera had 
explicitly imdicated in his speech that the 
Minister for Justice would wind-up. the 
discussion.; and, indeed, Mr. Ruttledge did 
rise from his seat after Mr. Cosgrave had 
spoken, to make his reply.

The latest 
information he had received from the 
Mining Association showed that out of 
960 colliery undertakings, employing some

mutual indemnity insurance or trust fund. 
He was authorised to say that. at this 
moment the Government were contem- 
plating the introduction of a bill dealing 
with insurance business generally, and the 
question of bringing mutual indemnity 
associations within its scope would be 
carefully considered. As to the present 
bill, it seemed. to be generally acceptable ; 
but the details were not simple, and would 
have to be examined with great care.

LERROUX TO FORM NEW

Sefior Miguel Maura, leader of the

Sefior Negrin, the Socialist leader, in- 
formed the President, Don Alcala Zamora, 
this morning that the present crisis was 
due to the unconstitutional measures of 
the Government, and that the dissolution 
of the Cortes was imperative, the object 
of the Socialists being the formation of a 
Left Wing Concentration Government. 
Differences have arisen over the terms 
which the Agrarian Party, led by Sefior 
Martinez de Valasco, have laid down for 
their collaboration with the new Govern- 
ment. The Agrarians want the Govern- 
ment to rush two important bills through 
the Cortes (1) granting an amnesty to 
political prisoners, and (2) granting pay- 
ment to priests. It is believed that there 
are also certain differences in regard. to 
the p list of Cabinet Ministers 
which Sefior Lerroux submitted to the 
President to-night.

It was 
believed that they would provide the names 
of influential persons supposed to have 
‘received bribes from Stavisky. 

According to the Sireté-Générale, how- 
ever, the majority of the payees are not 
well-known people. The counterfoils belong 
to forty-eight cheque books, and all are 
written in Stavisky’s handwriting. 


FEARED JUDGE’S FATE. 

There is lively curiosity as to the 
identity of the ‘‘mystery man’’ who 
buttonholed M. Bony, the suspended 
Stireté-Générale inspector, last night as 
he. left the Disciplinary Council, and 
offered to surrender the counterfoils pro- 
vided his identity were not revealed. He 
is said to have explained to M. Bony 
(who has spent his three weeks’ suspen- 
sion carrying on investigations on his own 
account) that, if his identity were made 


known, he was in danger of sharing the 


fate of M. Prince, the judge who was 
murdered near Dijon because, it is be- 
lieved, he knew too much. 

M. Bony informed the Súreté of the 
mystery man’s offer and conditions, and 
M. Sarraut, the Minister of the Interior, 
agreed to keep the man's name secret. 
M. Bony was instructed to arrange for 


the surrender to take place in the presence 


of three magistrates, who were secreted in 
his flat. The. mystery man arrived, 
accompanied in true gangster style by a 
‘ bodyguard,’’ and the talks began. 


TRAP SUSPECTED. : 

Then one of the listening magistrates in 
the next room, M. Ordonneau, accidentally 
overturned a chair. The two “ under: 
world ” visitors leapt to their feet. 

“There is someone next door. It is a 
trap,’’ shouted the informer in terror. 

M. Bony pacified the ‘‘ bodyguard,’’ and 
reassured the informer. He explained 
that it was unlawful for him to accept the 
counterfoils. He then went to the door 
leading to the adjoining room, called the 
three magistrates in, and introduced them. 
Confidence was restored. The mystery 
visitor made no difficulties, and the 
counterfoils were surrendered. The Sfreté 
spent the intervening hours until eight this 
morning classifying their valuable clues. .

A BALANCED 
ESTIMATE. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day 
on the Air Estimates, says:—The 
machinery for scientific researcli and 
technical development, must be kept in 
ample efficiency, and it must be ascer- 
tained that the provision of an extra 
£50,000 in the estimate will allow this to 
be done. In the second place, the vitality 
of the aircraft manufacturing in’ustry 
must be preserved. It is remarkable that, 
though the provision for complete 
machines in the. estimate is practically 
unchanged, the cost of engines, and of 
engine spares, is expected to rise by about 
£270,000, and this fact may well reflect 
the greater durability and economy of the 
metal machine. The deservedly high 
reputation of British machines ensures 
that this industry does not need to rely 
solely on orders from the British Govern- 
ment, but it should be possible to increase 
its markets by orders other than those for 
Service machines. For exampld the third 
immediate requirement of a wise air 
policy is to make available large reserves 
of persons who can fly, and there is no 
better way of doing so than by encouraging 
civil aviation. The expenditure under this 
head ghows a trivial increase of £10,000 
to. the trivial total of £673,000, of 
which all but a fraction goes in 
subsidy to one air company. There are 
certainly many other ways of encouraging 
private citizens to take to the air, not 
necessarily for commercial purposes, and 
it may be hoped that Lord Gorell’s Com- 
mittee, which is now reviewing the whole 
question of the control of private flying, 
may be able to render an early report. 

Meanwhile measures might well be taken 
to increase the reserve of pilots and to 
give selected civilian pilots opportunities 
of learning about Service machines. As 
for conditions in the Service‘ itself, the 
estimates make’ no provision for the 
restoration of the cuts in pay; but this 
may well be a matter more appropriate 
to a discussion of the Budget. Finallr. 
whether or not it proves possible to discuss 
the estimates of all three defence services 
together, they must, in fact, be read 
together before the' adequacy of the pro- 
vision for national defence can be fully 


judged.

AM hopes of France approving the 
British memorandum on disarma- 
ment and of agreeing to German rearma- 
ment have virtually vanished from the 
German Press, which to-day points out that 
the uncompromising comments in Paris 
newspapers on Mr. Eden’s visit, and recent 
announcements in the Chamber and Senate, 
hwve proved that France has not the 
slightest intention of disarming or of ac- 
knowledging Germany s claim to be treated 

as a Sovereign State, with equal rights. 

The Lokalanzeiger says that France 
rejects the British proposals because they 
speak of rearmament, although only to a 
modest extent. But Germany will never 
drop her claim to equality, which was 
solemnly admitted to her in ,December 
1932. 

The Boersen Zeitung asserts that there 
is no doubt whatever that Mr. Eden's 
second visit to Paris has been entirely 
futile, as France has said ' No’ to all 
schemes of disarmament or armament 
equality, and thus must bear the responsi- 
bility for the failure of all attempts at 
peace and moderation. 


REASONS FOR CRITICISM. 


France’s reasons for criticising the 
British plan were explained this evening 
by M. Barthou, the French Minister -of 
Foreign Affairs, in his reply to the ques- 
tionnaire submitted to him on Wednesday 
by the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Chamber. i a 

The British plan, he said, which pro- 
vides for no test period, would lead to 
the disarmament of France and the re- 
armament of Germany. In the very first 
year, he continued, Germany would be 
superior to France in artillery and tanks.

OW he was invited to murder 
Rasputin was described by Com- 
mander Oliver Locker-Lampson, M.P., 
yesterday, giving evidence for the defence 
in the King’s Bench Division, London, in 
the libel action brought by Princess Irina 
Alexandrovna Youssoupoff, a niece of the 
late Czar, against Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Pictures; Ltd., over incidents in the film, 
‘Rasputin, the Mad Monk,” in which 
a Princess Natasha, who the plaintiffsaid 
was meant to portray her, was shown as 
Rasputin’s mistress. 

Commander Locker-Lampson told how 
he was partly responsible for raising a 
force of armoured cars, which was the 
only British unit fighting. with the 
Russian armies, and how he-was besieged 
in a Petrograd hotel when the revolution 
broke out. 

Sir William Jowitt (for the film -com- 
pany)—It was arranged that you should 
evacuate the Royal Family? 

Commander Locker-Lampson—We had a 
plot on foot to save the Czar. 

Sir William—Unfortunately, 
not be accomplished. 

Commander Locker-Lampson said that 
the character .of .Chegidieff. seemed to him 
more like the Grand Duke Diniitri than 
Prince Youssoupoff. 

As to Natasha, he said: ‘‘It never 
would occur to me that it was the Princess 
Irina who was- portrayed. I would have 
thought; if a real character was intended 
at all, it was Mme. Vyrubova, as she was 
the historic link between Rasputin and the 
throne. 

THE INVITATION, 

A stir was caused in court when Com- 
mander Locker-Lampson stated in cross- 
examination: “ I-was-actually invited by 
Puriskevitch: to murder Rasputin.”’ 

‘*It would not be so difficult to make 
up like Princess Irina despite her beauty,” 
was another of Commander Locker-Lamp- 
son’s replies. 

Lieut.-Colonel Cuthbert John Massey 
Thornhill, who was Military Attaché at 
the British Embassy in St. Petersburg in 
‘the autumn of 1916, said t'.a. he thought 
the characters~of Princess Natasha and 
Prince Chegodieff in the film were fictional. 

Asked whether he thought Natasha was 
drawn from anybody in real life, Colonel 
Thornhill replied: ‘‘ It may have been 
two or three people who were intimates 
of Rasputin; for instance, Mme. Vyru- 
bova for one, and Munia Golovina for 
another.” 

Chegodieff, he thought at first, might be 
Colonel Dréntl. Then he thougl.t it might 
be the Grand Duke Dimitri.

THE ROAD TRAFFIC 
ACT. 


EFFECT OF COMPULSORY 
INSURANCE, 


An analysis of the new Free State Road 
| Trafic Act was made by Mr. 8. C. Mathews, 
solicitor, at a meeting of the Insurance Inst1- 
'tute of Ireland, which took place last night 
iat Jury’s Hotel, Dublin. 

Describing the Act as ‘‘ an extraordinarily 
'comprehensive and complicated measure,” he 
| said that almost every resident in the Free 
| State would be affected by its provisions. 
|The scheme for compulsory insurance, which 
# became effective on February Ist, .was the 
| part with which he would be chiefly con- 
cerned, This provided that the insured 
person must be idemnified against all liability 
to any person in respect of damage 
| to person or property” arising from 
| negligent driving. The insured man 
must, as soon as possible after any accident. 
give notice, to his insurance company, and 
he must carry his certificate of insurance in 
the car with him at any time. 

When a claim had been granted, and when 
_ the insured person died or became bankrupt, 
the amount of the claim was to be ear-marked 
for the third party, and this amended:a very 
unfair part of the previous law, as formerly 
the money was included in the imsured 
person’s estate, and the third party was 
sometimes deprived of nearly all the amount. 

The lecturer proceeded to describe the tests 
for driving fitness under the Act, and the 
provisicn for payments to hospitals in the 
event of an action causing injuries that re- 
quired treatment. In respect of insurance, 
the English Act differed from the Irish one. 
In England it was only necessary to in- 
demnily the driver, but in the Free State 
both “driver and owner were included. 
Similarly, the English Act was only in re- 
spect of personal injuries, but the Free State 
Act was in respect of damage to property 
also.

‘THE TELLER’S KEY. 


Witness told him that his key would not 
open the strong room door without the 
teller’s key, »He said, “Come along 
quickly.” Witness then went downstairs, 
followed. by all three. When they. were 
downstairs the small man ordered witness 
into: the bank office to see if his key would 
open the strong room door. On being satis- 
fied that it would not open the door, the 
small man took the key. They then came 
out into the hallway of the private portion 
of the bank house. The small raider and 
one of the two others brought witness out, 
leaving the third man behind in the hall. 

At Mr. Conry’s lodgings the small map 
knocked at the door in quick succession, 
and told -witness to answer the voices 
upstairs. Witness said, “ Conry (the teller 
at the bank), come down here,’’ and Conry 
replied, “I'll be down in a minute.”

OBITUARY. 
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THE REY. C. H. IRWIN, D.D... 


The death is announced, at his residence, 1 
Gayton avenue, Herne Hill, London, oí the 
Rev. Clarke Heuston Irwin, D.D. in his 
seventy-sixth year, Dr. Irwin had been 
associated with the Religious Tract Society 
for thirty-one years. Among the posts that 
he had held were those of Assistant Secretary, 
1905; Home Superintendent, 1917; General 
Editor, 1924 to 1931; and Secretary, 1927 to 
1931, in which latter year he retired. 

The son of the late Rev. Waltham Irwin, 
D.D., Dr. C. H, Irwin was born at Bandon, 
Gounty Cork. He was educated at the local 
Grammar School, at Queen’s College, Cork 
(where he held scholarships in Classics and in 
Modern Languages), at the Magee and the 
Assembly’s Colleges, and at the University of 
Bonn, He:was a Master of Arts*of the Royal 
(now the- National) University of Ireland, 
and im 1915 received the. D.D. of the 
Presbyterian ‘Theological Faculty of Ireland. 
He serve@Wor a time as Presbyterian minister 
at Bray, County Wicklow, and in Melbourne, 
Australia, He was editor of several journals 
and magazines, including 7'he Leisure Hour, 
1900-1905; and Ae Sunday at Home, .1900. 
1910; and was author of various critical end 
historical works. 

Dr. Irwin was an accomplished linguist. 
He was said to spéak half-a-dozen languages 
with fluency; and to read French, German, 


Portuguese, Italian, Spanish, Hungarian, 
Russian, and Dutch. He had edited the

He is no Olympian, 
ever hiding himself in mist. Having brought 
him down from Olympus, we‘think of him 
as worthy of the affection and love that 
have been bestowed upon him. 

Shakespeare, compassed, as far as we can, 
in his completeness, his laughter not omitted, 
inspires a faith in the Universe as a greater 
thing than Hamlet’s “foul and pestilent 
congregation of vapours,” or the modern 
physicist’s” iridescent soap bubble, And, 
while in other schools one may learn lessons 
of fortitude, cheerfulness, magnanimity, and 
tolerance, when many witnesses tell us that 
Shakespeare can confirm and reinforce these 
lessons, this testimony we may well believe.
